Labor, then, and its proceeds, arc his 
whose hands perform il — it is the most sa- 
cred of all property and cannot he aliena- 
ted by Stales or Individuals, by any other 
rtilcs than thosewbich govern the alienation 
of other kinds of property.

Divine. For Gwi is true and consistent; 
he cannot put one doclriuo in a book, and 
another in nature. And iis books are m(;- 
dial', and nature immcJuile, one comes to 
me through the traiifiatnoii of langii.^giM 
and the agency of mRH; the other one 
the same through all eternity, '*with- 
oTil variableness or shadow ..f change,"' is 
the truly Divine, an ^ ' '^Tconscicnce 
and hnmnn belief, a If Astron- 

omy, and geology, aiid itliybioligy, susiain 
the Bible, it will stana;, if not, not. 

So far, llicii. Astronomy and geology, 
have been said by the most learned lo sus- 
tain ihc Mosaic histoiy^, Ihough at first 
seemingly variant ;* "'hether Mahomet 
has gone to the mouoiain, or the moun- 
tain to Alahomet, they are together, and 
strengthened in (he union. 

I say. ihen. that from all iho lights 
which are before mc, th^rc arc distinct 
species of the Genus Iloiiio. I believe 
the Caucasian, the Mougul, the Malay, ijie 
Indian, and Xegrt) raijea, are differen: spe- 
cies of the Genu '^I ■ 1 St a.j the Terrier, ; 
the Spani,el,*ll 'iinu-the Pointer, ' 

are different spc*-:- >ui il.e same Canine Ge- . 
nus. ' 

I am farther of iheopinion that the Cau- 
casian, or white, is the suoerior race; of a 
larger and belter forinH brain — of more 
beautiful form andmore exquisite structu re. 
Modern discoveries prove that the builders 
of the Pyramids, and Egyptian founders of 
science and letters, were Whirrs. And 
(his long disputed problem being settled. 
History now unites in making the Cauca- 
sian race, the first in civilization, through 
all past time. 

As I said in the beginning of this lecture 
the Mosaic history is highly figurative, and 
gfwriil. 

In the begining God created the type of 
mankind Adam, who represented his capa- 
bililics for good and evil, and his general 
destiny. But wc arealso bound to believq^ 
that distinct pairs were created by general 
or special Providence in different portions 
of the earth, suitable to its climate an^I 
physical dilfcreuces. 

Such is a sunnnary of our opinions upon 
the (/'^rrc/icc of races. As lo llie inftri- 
ority of races, we arc also of the opinion 
(hat the Caucasian is the first; whilst we 
know that myriad causes may depress one 
spicies and elevate aa other, they meet 
iip 'n a cotnm in level. 

Whilst I grant tlicn that. *-The infeirority 
of races" exists, I utterly deny, that it is a 
good basis of enslavement. We arc all 
still mrn — children of the same Father — 
the God of all, — subject to good and 
evil on earth — and the same destiny in a 
Future Life. If 1 can, on this plea, en- 
slave the African, 1 can upon Ibe same 
ground enslave the Mougul, the .Malay, 
the Indian. Yes. if it be a sound basis of 
action, that because a man is infrriir to 
another, he may be enslaved by another, 
then is there but one law on earlh, and 
that is Poicer. The* very object of all 
government is to protect the weak, the 
^^infrri^rY^ rea.son, the Divine law, and 
the undying instincts of the human soul — 
ttU cry ouk a^iiiiuu tli^ infamy and ^runo 
of lrain]»ling upon the weak, the helpless, 
and the poor- Monlesqnien, — in speaking 
of prejudice, and conlompt, and •'inferior- 
ity of races as a reason of enslavement of 
our fel ow men — breaks out into the most 
exquisite, and scathing irony: *'It is hardly 
(o be supj)osed lhat God, who is a wise 
being, should place a pouI, especially a 
good soul in such a black, ugly body." — 
"It is impossible lo suppose that these 
creatures are men, because allowing them 
to be men, a suspicion would follow that we 
ourselves are not christians!" So the old 
Spainards — when they had oppressed 
for centuries the Spaniards of the New 
World, denying them education, and leg- 
islation, and destroying their every means 
of economical progress, even pulling up 
their olive trees, lhat Spain might have a 
monopoly — in the Spanish Cortes, in the 
face of the world, had the fronlless im- 
prudence and God defying falsity, to say 
that the American Spanards irrre not wkh! 
.And so say Hammond and McDnrtie, 
and that school, after similar oppressions, 
of the American Blacks! But natur.il 
causes are operating, which, when reason, 
humanity, and religion fail, will yet purge 
us of this lie! 

Conquest, Difference of religion, the 
Right of the father lo sell ibe child, and 
inferiority of the diltercnt species of the 
(ienus Homo, being proven false grounds 
of slavery. 

5. The secondary basis: Inheritance, 
gift, will, and purchase, beini.' merely 
modes of transfer of a thing,cannol be good. 
For where there is no right, it cannot 
he tiansfered: in other words the titlejcon- 
veyed is just as good as it was before con- 
veyance and no more so.* And a title be- 
ing had all its modes of perpetuation are 
bad. For example, I might Kh()W in fact 
that M. Van Buren, willed, gave,and sold, 
and that my father had a claim, which I 
inherited, to Daniel Webster and James K. 
Polk and John C. Calhoun and Henry 
Cloy, and it might ^ proven lhat I had 
paid ten ihousund di*Har3 to Mr. Van Bu- 
ren for llicse m«n;nnd yell could not hold 
them as slaves, because neither my father 
whose heir I was, nor .Mr. Van Buren 
whose assignee I was. had any title, and of 
course none could accrue lo me! 

All these grounds, then, upon which sla- 
very is attempted to be held, crumble 
into dust, before the force of reason and 
justice. 

6. Deb: is good. Bx-aise I having 
used the properly, the labour of another, 
and failing to pay the c [uivalent. it is just 
that my labor should be lakun as the only 
remain ng means of remuneration. But 
even this basis of slavery, such is the love 
of liberty among men. is now almost uni- 
versally done away with among men. 

7. Crime: is a true basis of slavery. — 
By ihe social compaM, a man may forfeit 
bis life, by crime; and as the greater in- 
cludes the le*;s, he may of course forfeit 
his fah.ir. The government may use it in 
a penitentiary, or els?where, or sell the 
criminal loan individual. 

n. VtiUmtary consent, is no doubt a bas-s 
of Slavery. For as a man may give away 
his properly, so he may givd away his la- 
bur, and become a slave. But as he may 
resume his lilterty whenever it suili him, 
this state of being ran hardly Ik; ran!<ed 
under the head of Slavery, p'^nr the obli- 
gation to serve rcasos with the will. Nor 
'•an il be urged that a man sold him-elf, 
for a sale to be valid, must lie fair — the

The nnrienls did indt-ed allow of this 
kiml of voluntary enslavement — yet such' 
a slave was held in niter infamv, l)ecau<c 
they contended, that in solli ig Jiimself. he; 
endan^jerod the lilr.'riies of others. They 
felt the evil, but gave a wrong reason; its 
utter Injustice and violation of naiiiial law, 
and good reason, were (he cause of irs 
kiirdsh p and made it in truth void. \ 

Having gone ihrougli all the grounds ofi 
Slavery and shown iheir ulicr falsi- | 
ty, — for it is not contended by any one, | 
that Slavery in the U. States exists for 
crime, for debt, or by V(duntary consent of 
the en>Uvcd — he whole fa^ri^; by which' 
three mtirions nf men are held in absolu'e ' 
se r V i 1 u J e in t hese tStat^ji, e r lUi ihl^ in '.u , 
du^Jt! 

Nor do I stand sustained by reason and 
nature only, but 1 am fortified in my im- 
pregnable fortress by the greatest names 
and the mosl illustrious enunciations of; 
men. 

.All authors unite in the declaration that 1 
government was formed for the better 
preservation of natural rights. And we 
declared as a nation, lhat the only author- 
ity arose, not from the Divine right of 
Kings, or Priests, or hoary usage,bui from 
".'hfi cnsent of tlif g *rerned.'*'* We cannot 
therefore claim to govern men for ihe.ir 
own go-'d, but only by their volmtary cm^ 
sen*. Far lesscanwe under the pretence . 
of protecting a man or any set of men in 
their natural rights, utterly destroy th^m 
What ihen are man's natural rights? — 
What the illustrons enunciations of God 
iind man? Paley: ^'Natural rights arc a 
man's right lo his life, limbs,and liberty." 

Blacksioiie: '*For the principle aim ol 
sociely is to protect individuals in the en- 
joyment of those absolute rights which ' 
wore invested in them by the immortal 
laws of nature." 

Thoma-^ Paine: ** .Man has no properly \ 
in man. neither has a generation any prop- 
erty in the generalum which are to fol- 
low." Rtiger SlK;rina:» and James Madi- 
son and others, used the same language, 
*' I deny that man can ht^vc property in 
man." 

Dymond: '* It were humiliating lo set 
about the ;^ o»/'thal the slave system is 
incompatible with Christianity." *' Christ- 
ianity (-ondemns lh(! system; and no fur-[ 
iher enquiry about rectitude reuiains." 

'J'he Freuf b Convention 1789: I. *' Men 
arc born and always continue free aud 
equal in respect lo their rights. Civil dis- 
tinctions therefore can only be; founded on 
public utility." 

II. **The end of all political associations 
is the preserval on of the natural rights of 
man; and these riglits are liberty, proper- 
ty, security and resistance of oppression.'* 

iU. P**titic*l Hbcrly conatsl^ in tho 
power of doing whatever docs not injure 
another." 

But above these and all is the Deelara- 
lion of 1776: *'A11 men are created equal 
— are endowed with certain unalienable 
rights; among these are life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness." 

And still higher, is tho New Testament: 
" hove thy neif^hbrr as ihysrf! " 

1 have taken slavery in its simplest form 
— tlf takihg another^s lobor — 1 say nothing 
of ils sequences — crime, poverty, woe and 
death! I have shown it opposed to the 
most illustrious enunciations, human and 
Divine — in violation of ihe commmi law — 
the laws of nalions and of reason, — sub- 
versive of all our ideas of right — and re- 
pugnant to the conscience, and every as- 
piration of the immortal soul. Before 
God and man I denounce slavery as beim^ 
in itself siifuf.''' Ves, " Slavery ; I de- 
nounce you wherever thou art," whether 
in church or stale, upheld by false relig- 
ion, or unjust law — let it die!

The responsible editor of the New York 
Courier and Enquirer has written another 
letter from Washington, concerning the 
position oi* Ihe Oregon question, which 
is |)ub ished in his paper of the 28th ult. 
It is niaJ-ked by his characteristic arrogance 
and presumption, and must have an cfl'cct 
very ditferent from what the editor in- 
tended. Men very much the superior of 
Mr. Webb in ability, and infinitely above 
him in [>oint of character, are not deter- 
red or intimidated from what ibey deem 
right by foul epithets, even when they 
proceed from so redoubtable a personage 
as Col. James Wnlson Webb. We know 
not what may be the sentiments of mem- 
bers of Congress who are dragooned, hec- 
tored, and >poken for by the nolable C ulo- 
ncl, but wc can hardly think that his letter 
can excite any other than disgust and in- 
dignation, unless, indee<l, it bo ggnlepipl 
— alike fi)r his want of good manners and 
feebleness of argument. He denounces 
in round phrase and choice Billingsgate 
all sarrlfijc of principle, all expediency 
and all sacrifice of country for the sake 
of parly. Weil, so do wc — so docs every 
body. All this is mere wind and signifies 
just nothing at all. It might perlm;is <lo 
for the stump, but our hero writes for tbe 
special edification of grave Seiialors and 
honorable members, and they may b ' pre- 
siiiticd to know the difference j between 
bold assertion and clear argument — be- 
tween begging the question and proving 
it. I^it we must let the genileman speak 
a liltte for himself; — 

'*The great dilfieully of ( ur friends, 
has hern lo ;igree upon a-course. which 
wliile it involved no abandonment of prin- 
ciples, should at the sa ne lim : keep them 
in a position which would put it out of the 
power of their opponents to charge that 
they are hostile to the proleclion of Ame- 
rican interests and American //.^Hor." 

The diliiculty here set forth the editor 
thinks is entirely overcome by the joint 
resotnlion of Mr. Bullec King, which pro- 
vides thai the notice for ihe cessation of 
the joint occupancy of Oregon shall bo giv- 
en, p orided it bs ac: mtpanied by an tffftu 
to su'ffn t lhe whole matter to arbitrnfinn. A 
notable device truly. Bold as Hector on 
one face, and as gentle as a lamb on the 
other. Si)melhing bolh lorlhe cold and the 
hot; brave words for the body of the peo- 
ple, aiifl abject submission to thi: wishes of 
tirent Britain for the editor's patrons, the 
irnjiorting merchants. Bntwc must again 
let this "minister of peace," as he styles 
himself, speak f^r himself: 



*'Anolher ronsideration add esscss itself 
to men of all parlies in bolh houses of 
Congress; which is, while the resolutions 
are pacific and tender to England the Olive 
Bran h, ihey arc sufficiently warlike to 
satisfy all who only look to war as ihe 
dernier resort for the promotion of the 
honor of the country." 

Admirable! Pacific and warlike both, 
as we said. What other head, (for the 
resolutions are understood to claim the 
editor for father,) what other head in the 
Unf-n, wo say could with so much com- 
placency put forth this gull trap with any 
expectation lhat il was suflicienily baited. 
*'There is no dodging a war in this," says 
".he particularly acute editor, forgettin;^ 
that a few sentences before li.' tells ns that 
no one doubts England will gladly ac- 
cept a proposition lo arbitrate. Certainly 
no one doubts for it is her own otfer. .And 
again he tolls us lhat war, if wc otfer 
to arbitrate is m irally impossible. — 
Vet there i.s no dttftaing of war, for- 
sooth! Tlie editor - ery indiscriminate! v 
■br«ndA act knavos and loolm, -those mho Htir 
fer from him in opinioti, and it is presum- 
ed it is the latter whom he expects to in- 
fluence, by persuading thai this resolution 
is bolh peaceable and warlike. It is in 
truth entirely peaceable in fact, and its 
warlike appendages are but leather and 
prunella — mere fustian, unworthy of the 
character and digniiy of the nation. If 
we are lo offer to arbitrate, let u i do it 
without any threats of what wc will do in 
case the ofTer is not accepted. Let us 
make no such ridicuhjus exhibitions of un- 
necessary and cheap valor. 

We are utterly averse to war, but we 
have also grave objectioiw toarbltralion. — 
We 'ike not that our cause shoal ] go out 
of our own h inds. And we cannot think 
of any one whom Gre;>l Britain would ac- 
cept that wo would lru«l il lo. Tlieie arc 
other considoratioiYs \¥h»ich we mako, no 
scruple of avowing. 'Vha eilifor of the 
Couri'ir is loud in his praise of (he ■* noble 
stand" taken by .M<-. Cjsllpoun, and of his 
*' soll-sacrilicing'" aid the friends of i>eaee. 
•^Self .sacriticing" indue I? We know this 
Mr. (Jalhoun, and ihe orjntry knows him 
too Well' lo' btdieve any such humbug. He 
i"i the man who armed South Carolina 
against the laws of iIkj Union. He »■« re- 
spv>iisible for ihe rcsoiuiion of iIk; B.ilti- 
more Convention which united Orco^on and 
Icxasas inseparable conqjanions. He is 
the man who pronounces slavery to be a 
blessing and a good. For the sustaining 
of this goihl he is ready to incur all haz- 
ards. He has already (jbtainel Texa«, and 
now turns round an<l opposes the aequisi- 
liiin of Oregon. Not lhat he cares much 
whether t)iegon be in or out of the Union, 
I but that he fears that with it might come 
I Canada, ami New Brunswick, &c., and with 
thein, in due liu^e. some si.x. or eiglu Sena- 
tors, reprcsenlalives itf^ freeman. Mr. Cal- 
I bona was ready enough, in his letter of in- 
Rtruction&to Mr. King at Paris, to hurl de- 
fiance at Great Britain in defence of the 
accursed instiiutiTni. but in defeiKC of Ore- 
gon — why, that only concerns iho freemen 
of *hc North! »Weli, Mr. Calhoun is con- 
sistent, at all events. He steadily pursues 
his rourse. He l>ears in mind the saying 
of Jtdin Randolph. *»We of tbe South will 
always rule the Norrh by dividing it against 
iiseli," or .something 10 that etfect. Mr. 
Calhoun acts upon this, and the C*>urier 
; and Enquirer its one of his most abject in- 
j struMients. 

I We repeat it, we arc utterly averse lo 
war, so inuch so, lhat wo would ratlver, we 

; l»elicve, submit to arbitration than suffer 

: its immense inoraJ evils. We are also at 
the last p<»inl of impatience at Ihe manner 
in which the South rules a^id disgraces the

In an Address read by the Hon. T. F. 
.AJarshall, on the occasion of the suppres- 
sion, by lawless violence, of C. M. Clay's 
pa[)er, — the " I'rue .American," — I find ihe 
following passage: **For our vindication 
under the circumstances, we appeal lo Ken- 
tucky and to the World."

It is lamentable to behold the pooition 
now occuj'ied by the U. S. of Amjrica, in 
(he estimation o!' the rest of ih ; world. — 
Slavery, it is true, exists in oihcr coun- 
tries, but nowhere else is its hideous de* 
formily so apparant I he charter of man*s 
inalienable right lo lifo, liberty, and tlic 
pursuit of happiness, is ostentatiously pa- 
raded bijfore tho world, while, at ihe same 
time, this magnificent recognition is con 
tinually lrani,ded umler foot by her citi- 
zens. And, strange to siy. the r percep- 
tions of justice and honor are so pcrvert- 
i ed by the blighting inflnc^nces of slavery 
that they imagine they stand forih timong 
(heir fellow-men, arrayed in spotless puri- 

But such monsters, in moral crjution 
i havt; no just pretensions to associate with

j Oppression, in some shape, exists in all 
lands, and ihe poor are iis victims in a 
greater or less degree every where. In 
somejcountries.open and unblushing tyran- 
ny is sanctioned by the laws and ancient 
'. usages of socie y; in others, misery and 
'destitution prevail, arising partly from 
unjust social arrangement, from erroneous 
legisla ion. f rom intemperance and igno- 
rance. But, even in these cases, the op- 
pressed are generally allowed to complair, 
th-*ir friends are permiitcd to advocate 
ibeir cause, and the evils under which they 
groan are o|)en to inquiry and amelioration. 
The slaveholding American Union alone 
would remain wilfully dark and blind, 
doggedly determined to shutout the light. 
She alone claims the right forever to re- 
press the free aspirations of the soil, to 
Iransform her victim from a man to- a 
brute, and to keep him so. .\nd if one (>f ^ 
her slaveholdersr becomming convi -ced of 
the sinfulness of iris position, sti ugglj?- 
th oiigh llie legal impediments which ^liH- 
has thrown in his way, give freedom lo his ; 
bondmen, and peacebly advocate the equal 
rights of all, — she hunts him down as if he'^ 
were a ravenous wild beast. 

Thus, with a Constitution the most glo- " 
ti(xi3 ever offered for the admiration aud ' 
acceptance of any people, it is reserved ' 
for America to exhibit the mosl infamous ■ 
tyranny that exists upon the earlh. We 
do not wonder when wo hear of forcible 
attempts lo repress tbe expression of opi- 
nion, in obediancc to the mandate of a 
monarch, in countries where political 
freedom is denied to the mass of the people. 
This is only what might be expected. But 
wc start w hen wo first learn that such ■ 
I things happen in the United States, where 
I the right td" free speech and free discus- 
' sion is guarantied to all, by solemn com- 
, pact, and embodied in a written Constilu- 
j lion* 

i Nevertheless, while wo strive lo bring 
about the power of cnligiitened puWic opi- 
nion, lo beacupon the unjust acts of Ame- 
rican slaveholders, we should be diligent 
in laboring for an abatement of the evils 
I which alllict our own poor. Ho who 
\ sends his syn^pathies across the ocean, and 
is deaf to the cries of sufierers at home, 
is a hypocrite, and deserves not to be 
trusted. 

But happily, the United Slates are en- 
gaged in a fruitless struggle against free 
tliscussion — they cannot shutout the light. 
Happily Ibr the n)a3ter as well as for tho 
slave, in spite of all his efforts to over- 
come iho conviction, tho master feels that 
he is at war with all the higher instincts 
I of his own nature. Ho is at conlinuul 
I war with God, in his own soul, for he 
I knows lhat he is ever doing violence to the 
; divine law^. Other, sir-mra- amy deceive 
■ themselves by tho plea that Ihev are act- 
' ing in accordance with the propensities 
I which God has implanted. The warrior 
I may urge the plea of self defence, and 
: the provocation which his natural propen- 
Isities of deUruciiveness and combative- 
iness have received; the highwayman or 
, the sheep stealer n>ay seek to satisfy his 
accusing conscience by pleading that tho 
I laws un ier which he lives are partial and 
unjust, and deny him his fair share of the 
rneansoJMifo. But ns ensily could 1 be- 
i lieve lhat a man might ihrust his hand in- 
\ lo a naming furnace, and feel no pain, as 
that a mau c*>uld buy a mai and work him 
I without "ages, aiul not know that he was 
j doing wrong. He may endeavor to con- 
ceal the conviction from hinnelf, by the 
aid of corrupt public .sentiment, and by 
! resolutely Nileneing his conscience; bttt 
that the con.sciousiioss of injustice is a liv- 
I ing principle in liis s.ul is proved by the 
I slate of uneasiness in which he lives. Ho 
; is ever in fear, he is the slave of boistei^ 
j ous passions, he enacts cruel and bloody 
I laws to protect himself against tho cver- 
Hving ot)positioti of h s human cau!.'. — 
Truly, despite his polished matini^rs to 
I strangers, iind his haughty demn.mor ic 
I wards his equals ai hoinq, the inan-stealef 
i is a miserable crea'.itro* li would be &n 
^ at;l of mercy to release h m from the 
bondage of a system which makes him 
thus wretched in hiniself and contemptible 
in tho eyes of the world — of that world 
to which Mr. Marshall and his com^ocera 
! have nvido theiraudacious appeal. If thev 
I have hearts ca[iable of being touched by 
I any feelings of^ truth and honor, deep will 
be their humiliation at the responee they 

I will rcf^eive frwn the civilized world. 

jThe folly of these men in suppressing a 
\ paper conducted by one whose aim was to 
, shed light abroad on the subject of slavery, 
will array Iho f.-e^^ pens of the world 
I against that vile system, and strengthen 
I our indignant abhorivnce. May the 
I bloody institution soon bo uprooted from 
; ils very foundation. 

Ob. people of America I ihe heart of hu. 
manity .shall rejoice when the song of uni- 
versal emancipation shall resound through 
' Ibe length and brr-tdlh of the Union ; when 
I. sluvll be borne with acclamation from 
isunnnit to sumnwl of your everlasting 
inount-iins; when the glad waters of your 
rnngnificejil rivers shall carry onward the 
jubilee of freedom; and when your mighty

The Governor of Louisiana, in his late 
message to the L'gislalure, complains of 
the laws of Maryland, which *»enlence 
slaves and free people of color, convicted 
of crimes, to be sold without the limits of 
the State. The Governor, as a preven- 
tive to the practice, recommends that the 
Legislature pass a law **pimishing all slaves 
nnd free persons of color, who may be 
found in Louisiana after the commission, 
of crimes in oth -r Slates, with imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for life.*' 



The Sedition Law. 

It will be seen from the act of the Ken- 
tucky legislature, in to-day's paper, lhat 
the sedition law has dwindled down into a 
very harmless affair. After the infjimous 
and cowardly mob of the i8lh, and the re- 
appearance of the True American, the 
poor mobbites who have become the j 
laugliing stock of the very boys in the; 
streets, some of them being even hung in ' 
efliigy, seeing that ihey had taken offj 
inert types in the absence of the> legal | 
owner, appropriating them to their own! 
lisc, whilst the living editor was walk-j 
ing about among them, consoled theni-i 
selves by nodding their heads and saying, 
** never mind, we'll have him in the petfi-

Sec. 1, Beit enacted by ihe General | 
As.sembly of the common wealth of Ky. 
That so much of the 3d section of an act 
approved Feb. 5lh, IC45, entitled an act 
to amend an act, enlitled an act to amend 
the law, concerning slaves and for oiher 
purposes approved Jan. 20th, 1830, as re- 
quires persons convicted of an attempt, lo 
entice away a slave or slaves from the ser- 
vice of iheir owner or owners, lo give 
security, be and the same is hereby repeal- 
ed. 

And that hereafter if any person shall 
be convicted of an attempt lo persuade orj 
entice away any slave or slaves, frnm the 
.service or employment of their lawful 
owner or owners, or the person in posses-' 
sion, within this commonwealth, that ! 
each and every person so otTciiding nhall 
on conviction thereof, be confined in the' 
jail and penitentiary house of this com-] 
monvvealih for a period not less than one 
year nor more than five years, at the dis | 
cretioii of a jury. i 

Sec. 2d. That hereafter when any per- 1 
son or persons shall be guilty of having! 
excited any slave or slaves, within this!

As a matter of course, the Free States 
will l>e the first lo manifest their indigna- 
tion, nnd even they, will be i^low in ex- 
pressing it. The cry of fanaticit>m — ih<'
